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ANNUAL  REPORT  1974-75 

The  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science  Research,  which  is  an 
autonomous  organization  established  by  the  Government  of 
India  in  1969,  is  composed  of  26  members  :  a  Chairman,  18 
Social  Scientists,  6  representatives  of  Government,  and  a 
Member-Secretary  —  all  nominated  by  Government.  The  com¬ 
position  of  the  Council  in  respect  of  the  year  under  report  is 
given  in  Appendix  I.  This  is  the  Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Council,  for  1974-75,  the  first  year  of  the  Fifth  Five  Year  Plan 
(1974-79). 

2.  The  Council  had  made  full  preparations  for  the  Fifth 
Plan.  Well  in  advance,  it  appointed  a  Review  Committee  under 
the  Chairmanship  of  Dr.  Malcolm  S.  Adiseshiah.  The  Report 
of  the  Committee  was  discussed  in  detail  by  all  the  Committees 
of  the  Council  and  finally  by  the  Council  itself.  In  the  light  of 
the  decisions  taken  on  the  recommendations  of  the  Review 
Committee,  the  Fifith  Five  Year  Plan  of  the  Council  (1974-79) 
was  finalized;*  and  by  the  end  of  the  financial  year  (1973-74), 
the  Council  was  fully  ready  to  start  implementing  its  plans  in 
a  big  way. 

3.  Unfortunately,  the  overall  economic  situation  in  the 
country  compelled  Government  to  reduce  its  expenditure  drasti¬ 
cally  and  as  a  part  of  this  overall  drive  for  economy,  the  plan 
grants  of  the  Council  were  cut  by  Rs.  20  lakhs  (i.  e.  reduced 
from  Rs.  55  lakhs  to  Rs.  35  lakhs).  Later  on,  as  a  result  of  the 
representations  of  the  Council,  the  cut  was  reduced  to  Rs.  16 
lakhs  and  also  a  special  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  2  lakhs  was  given 
for  special  programmes.  In  spite  of  these  favourable  gestures, 
there  was  no  question  of  putting  in  a  new  tempo  in  the  work 
of  the  Council;  it  was  rather  an  issue  of  controlling,  to  the  best 
extent  possible,  the  tempo  that  had  already  been  reached.  The

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Council  was  therefore  compelled  to  adopt  very  drastic 
measures  of  economy  (these  have  been  described  in  detail 
in  Appendix  II)  and  in  spite  of  these,  the  year  ended  with  a 
deficit  of  Rs.  2,33,137.  83,  bills  to  the  extent  of  which  were 
carried  over  unpaid  to  the  next  year.* 

' SURVEY  OF  RESEARCH  IN  SOCIAL  SCIENCES 

•  4.  The  Scheme  made  satisfactory  progress  during  the  year. 
Two  volumes  on  Sociology  and  one  volume  on  Demography 
were  published.  Work  on  the  remaining  volumes  is  in  progress. 

'  RESEARCH  PROJECTS  AND  PROGRAMMES 

5.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1974-75,  12  proposals  were 
pending  for  decision.  During  the  year,  236  proposals  were 
received.  Of  these  248  proposals,  71  were  sanctioned  (at  an 
estimated  cost  of  Rs.  16.64  lakhs)  and  106  were  rejected, 
leaving  a  balance  of  71  proposals  pending  at  the  end  of  1974-75. 


6.  A  list  of  the  71  research  projects  sanctioned  during  the 
year  is  given  in  Appendix  III. 


7.  The  progress  of  497  research  projects  as  on  31st  March, 
1975  has  been  indicated  below  : 


(a)  Projects  transferred  from  the  Planning  Commission  :  Of 

the  45  projects,  final  reports  have  been  accepted  by  the  Coun¬ 
cil  in  43  cases.  In  two  cases  the  reports  are  yet  to  be  received. 


(b)  Research  Projects  sanctioned  during  1969-70  :  Of  the  13 

projects  sanctioned,  final  reports  have  been  received  by  the 
Council  in  9  cases  and  have  been  accepted;  and  in  2 
cases,  preliminary  drafts  are  under  examination  or  revision.  One 
sanction  was  cancelled. 


(c)  Research  Projects  sanctioned  during  1970-71  :  Of  the  73 
projects  sanctioned,  final  reports  have  been  received  by  the 
Council  in  43  cases.  Of  these,  38  reports  have  been  accepted 
by  the  Council  and  in  5  cases,  preliminary  drafts  have  been 
received  and  are  under  examination  or  revision.  Five  sanctions 
were  cancelled  and  in  the  remaining  25  cases,  the  reports  are 
yet  to  be  received. 


*  The  grant-in-aid  to  the  Council  began  in  1969-70  with  Rs.  10  lakhs 
and  increased  to  Rs.  70  lakhs  in  1972-73.  In  1973-74,  it  was  cut 
down  to  Rs.  54.5  lakhs;  and  in  1974-75,  it  stood  at  Rs.  70.2  lakhs 
(Non-plan  Rs.  29.2  lakhs  and  Plan  Rs.  41.00  lakhs).  Even  in  1974-75, 
therefore,  we  were  just  at  the  level  of  1972-73  in  absolute  figures;  and 
in  terms  of  constant  prices,  it  implied  a  severe  cut. 
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(d)  Research  Projects  sanctioned  during  1971-72:  Of  the 

103  projects  sanctioned,  final  reports  have  been  received  by  the 
Council  in  45  cases.  Of  these,  28  reports  have  been  accepted  by 
the  Council  and  in  17  cases,  preliminary  drafts  have  been  received 
and  are  under  examination  or  revision.  Three  sanctions  have 
been  cancelled  and  in  the  remaining  55  cases,  the  reports  are 
yet  to  be  received. 

(e)  Research  Projects  sanctioned  during  1972-73  :  Of  the 

104  projects  sanctioned,  final  reports  have  been  received  by  the 
Council  in  28  cases.  Of  these,  22  have  been  accepted  and  the 
rest  are  under  examination.  Six  sanctions  were  cancelled,  and 
in  the  remaining  70  cases,  the  reports  are  yet  to  be  received. 

(f)  Research  Projects  sanctioned  during  1973-74  :  Of  the 
88  projects  sanctioned,  preliminary  drafts  have  been  received  in 
15  cases.  Sanctions  of  3  projects  have  been  cancelled,  and  in 
the  remaining  70  cases,  reports  are  yet  to  be  received. 

(g)  Research  Projects  sanctioned  during  1974-75  :  Of  the 
71  projects  sanctioned,  one  project  has  been  cancelled.  No  re¬ 
port  has  been  received  so  far. 

8.  Research  Programmes  :  A  research  programme  is  a  series 
of  studies  spread  over  three  to  five  years  on  a  central  theme  of 
relevance  and  significance.  The  idea  is  to  develop  such  pro¬ 
grammes  of  research  in  selected  university  departments  and 
research  institutions.  This  scheme  was  to  have  been  initiated 
during  1973-74,  but  in  view  of  the  cuts  in  the  grant-in-aid,  it  was 
postponed  to  the  current  year.  As  there  were  cuts  in  the  grant- 
in-aid  during  the  current  year  also,  it  was  decided  to  request  the 
institutions  which  had  submitted  the  research  programmes  to 
identify  some  special  aspects  of  their  programmes  and  t(l  con¬ 
vert  them  into  projects  which  will  cost  not  more  than  Rs.  50,000. 
Wherever  it  was  possible  to  do  so,  the  research  projects  were 
sanctioned.  It  was  also  decided  to  hold  the  scheme  in  abeyance 
for  some  time  for  lack  of  resources.

TRAINING  IN  RESEARCH  METHODOLOGY 

16.  As  usual,  10  training  courses  in  research  methodology 
were  scheduled  for  the  current  year.  Owing  to  the  cuts  in 
grants,  however,  only  three  were  held  at  (1)  the  Southern 
Regional  Centre  of  the  ICSSR,  Hyderabad,  (2)  A.N.  Sinha 
Institute  of  Social  Studies,  Patna,  and  (3)  Sardar  Patel  Institute 
of  Social  and  Economic  Research,  Ahmedabad. 

17.  An  Advisory  Committee  has  been  appointed  to  produce 
literature  for  use  in  training  courses  in  research  methodology. 

STUDY  GRANTS 

18.  During  the  year  under  report,  study  grants  were  sanc¬ 
tioned  by  the  Delhi  Centre  to  60  applicants  registered  for  Ph.D. 
in  various  Indian  universities  in  Social  Science  subjects  to  enable 
them  to  visit  Delhi  to  consult  library  materials.  The  University-

As  in  the  earlier  years,  the  scheme  continued  to  be  operated 
from  several  other  centres  in  the  country  also  (including  the 
Regional  Centres  of  the  ICSSR). 

SPONSORED  RESEARCH  PROGRAMME 

19.  One  of  the  major  recommendations  of  the  Review 
Committee  was  that  the  Council  should  sponsor  research  in 
selected  areas  of  significance  and  priority.  This  recommendation 
was  accepted  by  the  Council  and  it  was  decided  that  sponsored 
research  should  be  promoted  in  the  following  15  areas: 
(1)  poverty  and  unemployment;  (2)  Scheduled  Castes  and 
Scheduled  Tribes;  (3)  law  and  social  change;  (4)  Muslims;  C5) 
government  systems  and  development;  (6)  education;  (7)  area 
planning;  (8)  social  unrest  and  violence;  (9)  studies  in  urbani¬ 
zation;  (10)  area  studies  on  Asia;  (hi)  efficiency  of  investment; 

2  political  system  and  processes;  (13)  social  development; 
(14)  droughts;  and  (15)  social  aspects  of  science  and  technology. 

20.  The  following  brief  notes  show  the  progress  of  this 
scheme  during  the  year  under  review  : 

(1)  Poverty  and  Unemployment  :  A  policy  paper  for 
promotion  of  research  in  this  area  was  prepared  by  Prof. 
Pranab  Bardhan,  the  Convenor  of  the  Advisory  Committee. 
This  has  been  approved  by  the  Council  and  the  programme  has 
been  initiated. 

(2)  Law  and  Social  Change  :  A  policy  paper  has  been  pre¬ 
pared  by  Prof.  Upendra  Baxi  and  is  now  in  press. 

(3)  Government  Systems  and  Development  :  A  policy  paper 
is  being  prepared  by  Dr.  Y.  A.  Pai  Panandikar. 
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(4)  Education  :  A  special  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  2  lakhs  ^ 
received  from  the  Ministry  of  Education  and  S°cl^  ^e  f^e 
for  this  programme.  The  work  has  been  initiated  under  the 

direction  of  Shri  J.  P.  Naik. 

(5)  Area  Planning  :  A  policy  paper  is  being  prepared  by 
Prof.  Y.K.  Alagh. 

(6)  Studies  in  Urbanization  :  A  Seminar  was  organized  at 
the  Tata  Institute  of  Social  Sciences  to  identify  pnonty  areas  and 
to  prepare  a  programme  of  action,  The  report  of  the  Sem*^ 
is  now  being  finalized  and  published.  A  policy  paper  has 
prepared  and  is  under  consideration. 

(7)  Area  Studies  on  Asia  :  A  Committee  has  been  set  up 
under  the  Chairmanship  of  Prof.  V.P.  Dutt  to  promote 
search  in  this  important  area. 

(8)  Social  Development :  A  policy  paper  is  being  prepared 
by  Prof.  S.  C.  Dube. 

(9)  Social  Aspects  of  Science  and  Technology  :  An  Advisory 
Committee  has  been  set  up  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Dr.  A. 

Rahman  to  promote  research  in  this  area. 

(10)  Wages-Incomes-Price  Policy  :  Under  the  gu‘da*ce  °f 
Prof.  A.  Mitra,  a  policy  paper  has  been  PrcPar^d  an? 
proved  by  the  Council.  The  programme  is  proposed  t0  °e  * 
ffiated  very  soon.

INTER-RELATIONSHIP  OF  POPULATION  CHANGE,  AND 
SOCIAL  AND  ECONOMIC  CHANGE  IN  INDIA 

21  The  Council  initiated,  during  the  year,  a  major  research 
project  on  the  inter-relationship  of  population  change  and  social 
and  economic  change  in  India.  It  is  based  on  the  analysis  and 
utilization  of  Census  and  related  data  for  the  period  from  1872 
to  1971.  The  project  is  estimated  to  cost  Rs.  10  lakhs  an 
being  implemented  in  collaboration  with  the  Jawaharlal  Nehru 
University.

27.  Not  all  the  data  sets  acquired  by  the  ICSSR  Data 
Archive  are  in  machine-readable  form.  In  order  to  make  them 
serviceable,  steps  have  been  initiated  to  transfer  the  raw  infor¬ 
mation  on  computer  magnetic  tapes  through  coding  and 
punching  the  data  on  cards.  During  the  year,  two  data  sets 
were  transcribed  into  machine-readable  form  for  easy  retrieval. 

28.  Five  centres  were  established  in  the  country  to  provide 
guidance  and  consultancy  services  to  social  scientists  to  solve 
problems  relating  to  data  recording,  data  processing  and  analysis. 
These  were  located  at  the  Centre  for  the  Study  of  Developing 
Societies,  Delhi;  Indian  Institute  of  Management,  Calcutta; 
Sardar  Patel  Institute  of  Economic  and  Social  Research, 
Ahmedabad;  Centre  for  Development  Studies,  Trivandrum;  and 
the  Gokhale  Institute  of  Politics  and  Economics,  Poona.  A 
number  of  social  scientists  have  visited  these  centres  and  bene¬ 
fited  from  this  scheme. 

DOCUMENTATION  AND  BIBLIOGRAPHICAL  SERVICES 

29.  Union  Catalogue  of  Social  Science  Serials  :  This  cata¬ 
logue  is  being  published  in  two  series  :  (a)  Periodicals  and  (b) 
Serials. 

(a)  Union  Catalogue  Series  (Periodicals) :  Two  volumes  in 
respect  of  Kerala  (1974)  and  Punjab,  Haryana  and  Himachal 
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Pradesh  (1974)  were  published.  The  volume  for  West  Bengal 
was  printed.  The  volumes  for  Uttar  Pradesh  and  Madhya  Pra¬ 
desh  were  made  ready  for  the  press.  Volumes  in  respect  of 
Tamil  Nudu,  Maharashtra,  Gujarat  and  Assam  were  at  differ¬ 
ent  stages  of  processing  and  editing.  Data  collection  work  was 
satisfactorily  progressing  in  respect  of  the  volumes  for  J  &  K, 
Bihar,  Orissa  and  Rajasthan. 

(b)  Union  Catalogue  Series  (Serials)  :  The  first  part  of  the 
first  volume  in  this  series  covering  non-periodical  serials  in 
libraries  in  Delhi  was  printed  and  the  other  two  parts  were 
made  ready  for  the  press.  Full  data  were  received  in  respect  of 
the  volumes  for  West  Bengal,  Uttar  Pradesh,  Tamil  Nadu, 
Karnataka,  Andhra  Pradesh,  Kerala,  Punjab,  Haryana  and 
Himachal  Pradesh.  Data  collection  work  was  satisfactorily 
progressing  in  respect  of  the  volumes  for  Maharashtra,  J  &  K, 
Bihar,  Orissa  and  Rajasthan.  Data  collection  was  also  started 
in  the  National  Library  for  which  a  separate  volume  including 
periodicals  and  serials  is  planned. 

30.  Mahatma  Gandhi  Bibliography  :  The  first  of  this  biblio¬ 
graphy  covering  over  800  books  wholly  and  directly  on  Gandhi 
published  in  the  English  language  upto31st  December  1972 
was  released  on  2nd  October,  1974  at  an  impressive  gathering 
of  librarians  and  prominent  citizens  presided  over  by  Dr.  R.B. 
Diwaker.  During  the  period  under  review,  another  volume  of 
books  on  Gandhiji  in  Hindi  was  made  ready  for  the  press. 
Work  in  respect  of  volumes  in  other  Indian  languages  was  also 
completed. 

31.  Depository  Library  :  During  the  year,  the  Depository 
Libray  was  established  and  arrangements  were  made  to  obtain 
on  deposit,  from  selected  libraries  in  Delhi,  social  science  re¬ 
search  material  in  the  form  of  back  files  of  periodicals  and 
government  documents.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  12  libraries 
had  deposited  about  30,000  volumes  of  periodicals  and  docu¬ 
ments.  These  documents  have  been  arranged  on  shelves  and  are 
being  processed. 

32.  Periodicals  Unit  in  the  Jawaharlal  Nehru  University:  The 

Periodicals  Unit  functioned  very  well  during  the  year  under 
report.  However,  for  the  sake  of  convenience  and  economy,  the 
management  of  Periodicals  Unit  was  entrusted  with  effect  from 
1st  January,  1975  to  the  Jawaharlal  Nehru  University. 

33.  Grants-in-aid  :  The  following  grants-in-aid  were  sanc¬ 
tioned  during  the  year  : 

(a)  Bibliography  on  the  Area  Study  of  Jammu  and  Kash¬ 
mir:  The  revised  proposal  from  the  University  of  Jammu 
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Library  was  approved  and  an  initial  grant-in-aid  of 
Rs.  5,000  was  paid. 

(b)  Index  of  Articles  on  Agricultural  Economics  :  An 
annual  grant-in-aid  of  Rs.  5,000  for  the  5th  Plan  Period 
was  sanctioned. 

(c)  Guide  to  Reference  Material  on  India  :  Twenty-five 
copies  of  this  Basic  Reference  Work  on  India  were 
purchased  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  5,000  for  distribution  to 
universities  and  institutions  in  India  on  the  basis  of  their 
need. 

(d)  Documentation  on  Asia  :  This  project,  which  is  being 
carried  out  by  the  Indian  Council  of  World  Affairs  and 
for  which  the  Council  has  earlier  sanctioned  a  grant-in- 
aid  of  Rs.  50,000  as  the  first  instalment,  had  its  progress 
slowed  down  owing  to  several  difficulties  faced  by  the 
Indian  Council  of  World  Affairs.  However,  a  fresh  start 
was  made  by  the  Council  and  it  has  brought  out  one 
more  volume  in  the  series.  A  further  grant  of  Rs.  20,000 
has  been  paid  to  enable  the  Council  to  continue  this 
work. 

34.  Annotated  Bibliography  on  the  Economic  History  of 
India  (1500-1947)  :  This  stupendous  bibliographical  project  is 
being  carried  out  by  the  Gokhale  Institute  of  Politics  and 
Economics  on  behalf  of  the  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science 
Research.  The  project  was  initially  sanctioned  for  a  period  of 
three  years  which  ended  with  this  year.  During  this  period, 
about  18,000  items  have  been  annotated  after  physical  verifica¬ 
tion  in  various  libraries  in  India  as  well  as  in  the  United  King¬ 
dom.  The  Bibliography  is  to  be  published  in  several  volumes. 
The  duration  of  the  project  has  been  extended  to  two  more 
years. 

35.  Sale  of  Government  Publications  :  In  addition  to  the 
acquisition  by  exchange  of  periodicals  in  social  sciences  from 
abroad  and  the  distribution  of  the  Council’s  non-pr iced  publica¬ 
tions,  the  Social  Science  Documentation  Centre  initiated, 
during  the  year  under  review,  a  programme  of  supplying  impor¬ 
tant  government  of  India  publications  to  the  universities  and 
research  institutions  in  India  who  were  experiencing  difficulties 
in  obtaining  these  publications.  The  initial  response  to  this 
programme  is  very  encouraging. 

36.  Library  :  The  acquisition  programme  of  the  library  of 
the  Social  Science  Documentation  Centre  is  mainly  restricted  to 
basic  reference  works  in  social  sciences,  publications  on

research  methodology  in  social  sciences  and  publications 
supported  by  the  Council.  815  such  items  were  acquired  and 
processed  during  the  year  under  review. 

RESEARCH  INFORMATION 

37.  During  the  year  under  review,  the  following  activities 
were  undertaken  : 

tf  A  (a)  Directory  of  Social  Science  Periodicals'Published  in  India: 

1  comprehensive  directory  of  social  science  periodicals  currently 

published  in  India  is  under  preparation.  Information  about  1,200 
penodicals  has  been  gathered.  The  Directory  will  provide  the 
title  ot  the  periodical,  if  any,  year  of  start,  frequency,  nature  of 
contents  and  annual  subscription.  This  classified  Directory  provi¬ 
ding  title,  sponsor  and  subject  indexes  is  expected  to  be  readv 
tor  printing  by  December  1975. 

t  D.irect°ry  of  Social  Science  Research  Institutions  in 
India:  This  Directory  was  published  in  1971.  The  revision  of  this 
directory  was  undertaken  during  the  period  under  review.  As 
against  95  institutions  listed  in  the  first  edition,  information  has 
been  gathered  from  about  275  institutions  and  the  Directory  is 
expected  to  be  ready  for  printing  by  December  1975. 

.  (c)  D‘rectory  of  Professional  Organizations  of  Social  Scien¬ 
tists  in  India  :  This  Directory  was  first  published  in  1972.  The 
revision  of  this  Directory  was  undertaken  during  the  year  under 
report.  As  against  59  professional  organizations  of  social 
scientists  included  in  the  first  edition,  information  was  solicited 
trom  about  150  organizations  identified  through  various  sources. 
^  ot  th,em  h^ve  supplied  the  information.  The  Directory  is 
expected  to  be  ready  for  printing  by  December  1975. 

(d)  Doctorates  in  Social  Sciences  Awarded  by  Indian  Univer¬ 
sities  :  This  annual  publication  relating  to  the  year  1971  was 
brought  out  as  a  special  issue  of  the  Indian  Dissertation  Abs¬ 
tracts.  During  the  year  under  report  material  was  gathered 
for  a  combined  issue  for  1972-73  and  was  made  ready  for  the 
press. 

V  PUBLICATIONS 

38,  The  Council  continued  to  publish  the  quarterly  ICSSR 
Newsletter.  During  the  year  under  review,  the  format  of  the 
Newsletter  was  improved  and  it  was  published  six-monthly 
(two  issues  combined  in  each)  as  a  measure  of  economy.  The 
print-order  was  5,000  and:  the  total  number  of  pages  issued 
during  the  year  was  76. 


39.  The  publication  of  the  ICSSR  Research  Abstracts 
Quarterly  was  continued  during  the  year.  It  has  now  been 
changed  to  the  calendar  year  from  1975  (Vol.  IV).  In  all  22 
abstracts  were  published  in  Vol.  111(324  pages).  The  number  of 
subscribers  is  about  300.

40  The  journal,  Indian  Dissertation  Abstracts,  which 
as  sorted  last  year  made  steady  progress.  In  all,  93  synopses 
were  published  in  Vol.  II  (364  pages).

42  Among  the  non-priced  publications  of  the  year,  mention 
may  be  made  of  the  ICSSR  Grants  Scheme  1974  and  Mono¬ 
graph  No.  10  which  contains  the  decisions  of  the  Council  on 
recommendations  ot  the  Review  Committee  and  the  detailed 
Fifth  Five  Year  Plan  of  the  Council. 


43.  The  scheme  of  publication  grants  for  doctoral  theses 
was  revived  during  the  year  and  modified  to  improve  its  opera¬ 
tion.  Grants-in-aid  were  sanctioned  for  the  publication  of  30 
doctoral  theses  and  two  research  reports  financed  from  sources 
other  than  the  ICSSR  (Appendix  V). 


INTERNATIONAL  CONTACTS 


44.  In  pursuance  of  its  policy  to  promote  closer  contacts 
between  Indian  and  overseas  social  scientists,  the  ICSSR  has 
developed  two  programmes.  Under  the  first,  assistance  is  given 
to  Indian  social  scientists,  who  have  been  invited  abroad,  to 
extend  their  stay  and  to  spend  some  time  at  selected  centres  or 
to  meet  leading  social  scientists.  Since  last  year,  the  purpose  of 
this  programme  has  also  been  extended  to  cover  participation 
in  International  Conferences  held  outside  India.  Under  the 
second  programme,  leading  social  scientists  from  abroad  are 
invited  to  India  to  visit  different  centres  and  to  hold  discus¬ 
sions  with  Indian  sbcialscientists. 

45.  During  the  year  under  review,  grants  for  visit  abroad

Papers  on  the  “Problem  of  Poverty  — Some  Methodological 
Issues”  written  by  those  in  the  fields  of  Economics,  Applied 
Economics,  Psychology,  Sociology,  Applied  Science  and 
History  were  discussed. 

An  expenditure  of  Rs.  23,  247.10  was  incurred  on  the  orga¬ 
nisation  of  the  seminar. 

(2)  Seminar  for  Law  Teachers  :  A  one-day  discussion  was 
organised  on  31.12.74  between  the  law  teachers  and  the  social 
scientists  on  the  occasion  of  the  14th  Conference  of  the  All 
India  Law  Teachers  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  ICSSR  and 
the  All  India  Law  Teachers  Association.  The  objective  of  the 
discussion  was  to  focus  thought  on  ‘Minority  Rights’.  A  grant- 
in-aid  of  Rs.  1,500/-  was  sanctioned  for  the  seminar. 

(3)  Seminar  on  Low  Cost  Building  Technology  ;  The  Centre 
for  Development  Studies,  Madras  organised  a  seminar  from

SOCIAL  REPORT  SOCIAL  INDICATORS  AND  ALTERNATIVES 
IN  DEVELOPMENT 

49.  The  programmes  of  Social  Report,  Social  Indicators 
and  Alternatives  in  Development  made  steady  progress  during 
the  year  under  review. 

50.  Social  Report  (1947-72)  :  The  editor  of  this  important 
volume  is  Prof.  S.C  Dube.  At  the  end  of  the  year  under 
review,  the  work  was  nearing  completion  and  the  report  is 
expected  to  be  published,  as  originally  planned,  in  1975-76. 

51.  Social  Indicators  :  A  report  on  the  general  philosophy 
basis  of  social  indicators  prepared  by  Prof.  Ramakrishna 
Mukerjee  is  being  published  by  him  without  any  assistance  from 
the  ICSSR.  The  six  reports  commissioned  on  different  aspects 
of  social  indicators  were  in  progress  and  expected  in  1975-76. 
An  important  event  of  the  year  was  the  organisation  of  a 
National  Seminar  on  Social  Statistics  and  Social  Indicators  in 
collaboration  with  the  Central  Statistical  Organisation  and  the 
Indian  Statistical  Institute.  The  report  of  the  Seminar  is  to  be 
published  by  the  ICSSR  with  a  subvention  from  the  UNICEF. 

52.  Alternatives  in  Development:  A  programme  of  Alter¬ 
natives  in  Educational  Development  has  been  well  under  way 
under  the  direction  of  Shri  J.P.  Naik.  Another  programme 
of  Alternatives  in  Health  has  also  been  initiated  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  Dr.  V.  Ramalingaswami.  A  programme  of 
Alternatives  in  Housing  is  proposed  to  be  initiated  shortly 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  K.S.  Parikh.  During  the  year 
under  review,  important  preliminary  discussions  on  the  subject 
were  held  with  social  and  natural  scientists.  A  booklet 
containing  the  main  findings  of  these  discussions  is  proposed 
to  be  published  shortly. 

GRANTS  TO  PROFESSIONAL  ORGANIZATIONS  OF  SOCIAL  SCIENTISTS 

53.  During  the  year  under  review,  the  usual  maintenance 
and  developmental  grants  were  sanctioned  to  (1)  Indian  Econo¬ 
metric  Society,  Hyderabad,  (2)  Indian  Anthropological  Associa¬ 
tion,  (3)  Indian  Psychological  Association,  (4)  Indian  Political 
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Science  Association,  (5)  Linguistic  Society  of  India,  and  (6) 
Regional  Science  Association. 

54.  Special  grants  to  cover  their  affiliation  fees  to  inter¬ 
national  associations  were  sanctioned  to  (1)  Indian  Psycholo¬ 
gical  Association  and  (2)  Indian  Economic  Association. 

55.  Special  grants  of  Rs.  50,000  each  were  sanctioned  to 
fl)  The  Indian  Economic  Association  and  (2)  The  Indian 
Psychological  Association  for  the  creation  of  endowment  funds 
for  their  journals. 

56.  The  usual  recurring  grant  to  Geographical  Society  of 
India  for  1  their  journal  Geographical  Review  of  India  was 
continued  during  the  year  under  review. 

ADVISORY  ROLE  OF  THE  ICSSR 

57.  Projects  undertaken  by  foreign  scholars  in  India  :  One  of 
the  responsibilities  of  the  Council  is  to  advise  the  Government 
of  India  in  respect  of  research  in  social  sciences  proposed  to  be 
undertaken  by  overseas  scholars  in  India.  As  on  31  March 
1975,  the  Council  received  49  references  from  the  Government 
and  its  advice  was  tendered  after  detailed  scrutiny  of  each  of 
the  proposals  by  a  Special  Committee  constituted  for  the 
purpose. 

58.  Approval  of  Institutions  for  Exemption  from  Income- 
tax  under  Section  35  (1)  (iii)  of  the  Indian  Income-Tax  Act, 
1961  :  The  Council  has  been  designated  by  the  Government 
of  India  as  the  prescribed  authority  to  advise  the  Government 
on  approval  of  institutions/organizations  for  exemption  from 
Income-tax  under  Section  35  (1)  (iii)  of  the  Indian  Income-Tax 
Act,  1961.  During  the  year  under  report,  on  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  the  Council,  the  approval  of  the  following  institutions/ 
organisations  under  Section  35(1)  (iii)  of  the  Indian  Income  Tax 
Act,  1961,  has  been  notified  by  the  Government  in  the  Gazette 
of  India  :

I  he  Anthropological  Survey  of  India  has  undertaken  an 
extensive  study  in  this  area  which  should  be  incorporated 
in  our  future  plans. 

The  Committee  also  discussed  the  working  paper  presen¬ 
ted  by  medical  and  social  scientists  and  it  was  decided  that  the 
members  should  prepare  research  proposals/programmes  on  a- 
tew  prob  eras  of  common  interest  indicating  the  objectives  and 
methodology  as  well  as  institutions  and  persons  who  could 
undertake  such  work.  The  proposals  and  suggestions  received 
irom  the  members  will  form  a  basis  for  discussion  for  the  next 
meeting. 

STUDY  TEAM 

65.  The  work  of  the  study  team  on  the  status  of  social 
sciences  m  agricultural,  engineering  and  medical  education 
made  good  progress  during  the  year  under  review  : 

66.  A  Conference  on  the  Role  of  Social  Sciences  in  Pro¬ 
fessional  Education  was  held  at  Azad  Bhavan  New  Delhi 
from  20  to  22  September  1974.  The  Conference  discussed  the 
workmg  papers  and  notes  prepared  by  various  experts  based 
on  the  iollowmg  key  questions  : 

1.  What  is  the  present  position  of  social  sciences  in  each 
of  the  professional  disciplines  ?

68.  The  Conference  was  inaugurated  by  Professor  George 
Jacob,  Chairman,  University  Grants  Commission  and  the 
valedictory  address  was  given  bv  Professor  S.  Nurul  Hasan, 
Union  Minister  of  Education  and  Social  Welfare.  The  report 
of  the  Conference  is  being  published. 

69.  It  is  hoped  that  the  team  will  complete  its  work  and 
submit  the  report  during  1975-76. 

RURAL  DEVELOPMENT  GROUP 

70.  The  ICSSR  has  set  up  a  Rural  Development  Group 
under  the  Chairmanship  of  Prof.  Ravi  J.  Matthai  to  consider 
how  rural  social  sciences  and  rural  development  work  could  be 
strengthened  in  a  few  selected  centres  and  institutions.  The 
members  of  the  Group  are  Prof.  V.S.  Vvas.  Dr.  Kamla  Chow- 
dhry  and  Shri  J.P.  Naik.  It  is  expected  to  submit  the  report 
in  1975-76. 

RESEARCH  INSTITUTES 

71-  The  Government  of  India  transferred  the  scheme  of 
grant-in-aid  to  the  research  institutes  in  the  field  of  social 
sciences  to  the  Indian  Council  of  Social  Science  Research  with 
effect  from  1st  April,  1974.  The  Council  has  set  up  a  Standing 
Committee  to  look  after  this  programme.

73.  An  amount  of  Rs.  36.21  lakhs  was  distributed  to  these 
institutes  during  the  year  under  review. 
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REGIONAL  CENTRES 

74.  Three  Regional  Centres  of  the  Council  have  been 
■established,  one  each  at  Calcutta,  Bombay  >and  Hyderabad, 
with  a  view  to  providing  research  facilities  to  social  scientists 
of  the  region  and  to  undertake  various  promotional  activities 
on  behalt  of  the  Council.  The  Social  Science  Documentation 
Centre  at  New  Delhi  also  functions  as  the  Northern  Regional 
Centre. 

75.  The  Western  Regional  Centre  was  established  in  Jan¬ 
uary  1973  on  the  new  campus  of  the  University  of  Bombay  at 
Kalina,  Bombay  400  029.  Two  buildings,  consisting  of  a  wing 
of  the  Bombay  University  New  Campus  Library  and  a  Hostel- 
•cum-Guest  House  under  construction  are  expected  to  be  com¬ 
pleted  in  the  latter  part  of  1975-76. 

76.  During  the  period  under  review,  the  principal  activities 
of  the  Centre  were  : 

1 .  Organisation  of  courses  in  research  methodology  and 
of  workshops  and  seminars  promoting  inter-disciplinary  research 
in  order  to  impart  scientific  training  to  researchers  with  a  view 
to  equip  them  with  the  modern  tools  for  research.  The 
Research  Methodology  Workshops  were  organized  at  the 
Post-graduate  Centre  at  Panaji,  Goa,  Marathwada  University 
at  Aurangabad,  and  Nagpur  University  at  Nagpur,  to  provide 
facilities  to  scholars  who  were  working  in  mofussil  areas  and 
were  unfamiliar  with  modern  techniques  of  research. 

2.  Award  of  Study  Grants  to  17  scholars. 

3.  Taking  advantage  of  the  visit  of  overseas  social  scien¬ 
tists,  invited  by  the  ICSSR,  the  Centre  had  arranged  seminars, 
workshops  and  public  lectures.  The  distinguished  visitors  in¬ 
cluded  Mr.  Eduardo  Terrazas,  leading  Town-planner  and 
Architect  of  Mexico,  Mr.  Johan  G.  Sommer,  Assistant  Repre¬ 
sentative,  Ford  Foundation,  Dr.  Kalman  Silvert,  Representa¬ 
tive,  Ford  Foundation,  New  York,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  J.  Kornai, 
Leading  Hungarian  Economists,  and  Dr.  K.W  Watkins,  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Politics,  Department  of  Political  Theory  and  Institu¬ 
tions,  University  of  Sheffield,  U.K. 

4.  Acquisition  of  library  material  and  documentation, 
etc. 

77.  During  the  year  under  review,  the  Centre  has  accepted, 
on  deposit  basis,  the  Libraries  of  the  Indian  Society  of  Agricul¬ 
tural  Economics  and  the  Bombay  Geographical  Association. 
The  Centre  also  offers  facilities  for  xeroxing. 
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E.  Smith,  Professor  Halen  U.  Boylees,  Dr.  V.V.  Laxman  Rao, 
Professor  B.S.  Thukur  and  Professor  Herbert  Nicholas  of 
Oxford  University.  It  arranged  for  short-term  Foundation 
Courses  in  Research  Methodology  at  Warangal,  Anantapur, 
Guntur  and  Hyderabad.  In  addition,  the  Centre  organised, 
in  collaboration  with  the  Osmania  University  Computer  Centre, 
a  four-week  Introductory  Computer  Course.  Study  Grants  to 
14  social  science  researchers  were  sanctioned.  The  Centre 
sanctioned  financial  assistance  for  the  publication  of  a  Telugu 
quarterly  of  social  sciences  entitled  Parasarita  published  by 
the  State  Book  Club  and  to  Professor  M.  Venkatarangaiah  for 
publishing  his  Telugu  work  entitled  History  of  Freedom  Move¬ 
ment  in  India,  Vol.  I. 

83.  The  Centre  collaborated  with  the  Madras  Institute  of 
Development  Studies  in  organizing  a  meeting  of  the  Heads  of 
Departments  of  Social  Sciences  of  Southern  Universities.  In  the 
field  of  documentation  and  bibliographic  work,  it  completed 
compilation  of  bibliography  of  Telugu  books  in  four  libraries 
in  the  region  and  in  respect  of  Urdu  bibliography  it  covered 
the  libraries  of  Aligarh  Muslim  University,  Aligarh  and  Jamia 
Millia  Islamia,  New  Delhi.  A  total  of  1769  books  in  English, 
Urdu  and  Telugu  were  added  to  the  library.  During  the  year, 
the  Centre  subscribed  to  246  periodicals  in  English,  Telugu  and 
Urdu  not  avilable  in  the  Osmania  University  Library  and  col¬ 
lected  300  issues  of  back  numbers  of  journals  in  English,  Telugu 
and  Urdu.

1.  Research  Projects:  This  has  been  the  largest  single  item 
of  expenditure  m  the  ICSSR.  A  number  of  measures  had

(a)  The  present  liberalized  rule  is  that  upto  three  research 
projects  can  be  sanctioned  to  a  department  and  unto 
five  projects  to  a  research  institution.  It  has  now 
been  decided  to  go  back  to  the  earlier  and  more 
restrictive  rule  of  sanctioning  not  more  than  two 
research  projects  per  department  or  three  research 
projects  per  research  institution. 

(b)  Ordinarily  the  total  cost  of  a  research  project  was 
permitted,  to  rise  upto  even  Rs.  100,000.  It  has  now 
been  decided  that  ordinarily,  the  ceiling  on  the  cost  of 
an  individual  research  project  would  be  Rs.  50,000. 

(c)  It  has  also  been  decided  that  the  work  of  scrutinising 
research  projects  received  -and  sanctioning  those  which 
are  found  acceptable  should  continue  as  in  the  past 
But  a  project  director  will  be  allowed  to  begin  a 
project  only  when  the  necessary  funds  become  avail¬ 
able.  In  other  words,  the  starting  of  new  research 
projects  is  proposed  to  be  suitably  staggered  to 

minimise  expenditure  during  the  current  financial 
year. 

(d)  The  present  practice  is  to  sanction  instalments  of  ex¬ 
penditure  on  research  projects  for  six  months  at  a.  time. 
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It  has  now  been  decided  that,  instead,  the  funds  would 
be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  project  director  only 
for  a  period  of  six  months  or  till  31st  May  1975, 
whichever  is  earlier.  This  will  make  it  possible  to  save 
some  expenditure  during  the  current  year,  although  a 
larger  expenditure  will  have  to  be  incurred  during  the 
next  year. 

(e)  A  letter  was  addressed  to  all  directors  of  research 
projects  which  have  already  been  sanctioned,  request¬ 
ing  them  to  economise  as  much  as  possible  and  to  save 
a  sum  of  at  least  five  per  cent  of  the  total  grant-in-aid 
sanctioned.  Most  of  the  project  directors  have  agreed 
to  cooperate  and  to  economise.  It  is  expected  that 
there  would  be  considerable  saving  on  account  of  this 
step,  although  it  may  not  amount,  in  all  cases,  to  5 
per  cent  of  the  total  sanctioned  grant-in-aid. 

2.  Research  Programmes  :  A  research  programme  is  a  series  of 
research  projects  on  a  theme  of  relevance  and  significance 
which  may  cost  anything  from  Rs.  3  lakhs  to  Rs.  5  lakhs. 
The  concept  of  research  programmes  was  evolved  in  1972-73 
and  was  to  be  introduced  with  effect  from  1973-74.  Owing  to  cuts 
made  in  the  grants  of  the  ICSSR  last  year,  this  programme  was 
postponed  to  1974-75.  On  account  of  the  cuts  in  the  grants  made 
this  year,  the  programme  has  to  be  postponed  once  again.  It  was 
a^°  certain  that  it  will  be  possible  to  initiate  it  during 
1  u-  u  u  j  WaS’  tllere^ore’  decided  to  request  all  institutions 
which  had  sent  research  programmes  to  consider  whether  it  was 
not  possible  for  them  to  identify  a  self-contained  aspect  of 
programme  which  would  cost  not  more  than 
Rs  50,000.  Where  a  specific  research  project  on  the  same  aspect 
°i  research  programme  could  be  identified,  it  was  proposed 
that  the  necessary  grant-in-aid  would  be  sanctioned  and  a 
beginning  made  in  the  research  programme.  The  response 
trom  the  institutions  has  been  good  and  it  is  hoped  that  at 
least  some  research  programmes  may  begin,  in  an  ad  hoc 
tashion,  under  this  modified  proposal  during  this  year  and 
the  next. 

FeI1?wshiPs  :  The  ICSSR  had  decided  io  give  100  doctoral 
teJ ^wslups  every  year.  During  the  current  year,  the  amount 
oi  iellowshrps  had  also  to  be  increased  in  line  with  the  decision 
taken  by  the  University  Grants  Commission.  It  was,  therefore, 
not  possible  to  award  100  fellowships;  and  hence  a  decision 
was  taken  to  award  only  40  doctoral  fellowships  a  year  begin¬ 
ning  with  1974-75. 


4.  Newsletter  :  The  Newsletter  of  the  ICSSR  used  to  be 
brought  out  quarterly  During  the  current  year,  its  size  has 
been  reduced  and  it  has  been  decided  to  bring  it  out  six- 
monthly.  Similarly,  the  format  of  the  Annual  Report  has  been 
changed  and  its  size  drastically  curtailed,  both  for  economy  in 
expenditure  and  also  to  conserve  paper.  The  number  ofnon- 
pnced  publications  proposed  to  be  brought  out  has  also  been 
severely  curtailed. 

5.  Staff  :  A  large  number  of  posts  on  the  staff  have  been  kept 
deliberately  vacant  with  a  view  to  curtailing  expenditure  on 
salaries  and  allowances. 

6.  Meetings  :  The  meetings  of  the  Council  and  the  committees 
nave  been  reduced  to  keep  down  the  expenditure  on  travelling 
because  of  the  increase  in  air  fare  and  railway  tariff  For 
instance,  only  two  meetings  of  the  Council  will  be  held  during 
the  year  instead  of  the  usual  three  or  four.  The  Research 
Committee  will  meet  only  four  times  a  year  instead  of  the  usual 
six  or  eight.  The  Disciplinary  Standing  Committees  have  been 
dissolved.  Only  a  few  meetings  of  the  other  committees  are 
proposed  to  be  convened.  A  method  of  taking  decisions  by 
circular  letters  has  also  been  initiated. 

7.  Seminars  :  All  seminars  proposed  to  be  held  have  been 
postponed. 

8'  uTlijinin8  :  ?Vring  the  current  year,  the  proposal  was 
to  hold  ten  training  courses  in  research  methodology.  Before 
the  cut  in  the  budget  was  imposed,  three  courses  had  already 
been  held.  It  has  been  decided  to  postpone  all  the  remaining 
seven  courses  to  next  year. 

9.  Regional  Centres  :  The  grant-in-aid  of  the  Regional 
Centres  at  Bombay,  Calcutta  and  Hyderbad  used  to  be  Rs.  2 
lakhs  per  year.  During  the  current  year  it  has  been  reduced 
to  1.5  lakhs  per  year. 

10.  Grants  to  Professional  Organizations  :  A  proposal  to 
expand  this  scheme  has  been  postponed.  The  additional  annual 
grants  sanctioned  are  for  three  associations  :  (1)  The  Regional 
Sconce  Association;  (2)  The  Political  Science  Association;  and 
(3J  The  Indian  Psychological  Association. 

11.  The  implementation  of  the  proposed  scheme  to  give 
financial  assistance  to  journals  in  the  field  of  social  sciences 
has  been  postponed. 
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12.  Development  of  Sponsored  Research  in  Selected  Areas 
of  Significance,  Relevance  and  Priority  :  The  major  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Review  Committee  was  that,  ift  the  Fifth  FiVe- 
Yeaf  Plan,  the  ICSSR  should  sponsor  research,  in  a  big  way, 
on  a  few  selected  themes  identified  for  reasons  of  relevance, 
significance  and  priority.  This  Whs  also  accepted  by  the 
Council  and  15  different  areas  for  promotion  of  research  Were 
identified.  It  now  appears  that  it  will  not  be  possible  to 
initiate  this  programme  in  a  big  way.  It  will  also  not  be 
desirable  to  abandon  it  altogether.  It  may,  therefore,  be 
necessary  to  restrict  the  promotional  research  to  a  few  areas, 
say  four  or  five,  and  to  make  some  other  economies  in  order 
to  find  the  funds  required  for  this  programme.  This  is  a 
major  policy  issue  on  which  the  Council  will  have  to  take  a 
decision.
